AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 



1. (Currently Amended) An electric oven comprising: 

an outer case having a door mounted in a front part thereof; 

an inner case in the outer case, the inner case having a cooking cavity therein, and a 
plurality of holes in an upper part thereof; 

a heater cover in th e upp e r part of th e inn e r cas e located over the holes; 
at least one heater under the heater cover; 

a fan housing attached to an inside wall of the inner case, the fan housing having a 
plurality of apertures; and 

a fan between the fan housing and an inside wall of the inner case, for drawing air from 
the cooking cavity and blowing a portion, or all of the air toward the heater. 

2. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 1, wherein the heat e r and 
the fan housing are-is_arranged opposite to the door. 

3. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 2, wherein the apertures 
includ e ; include: 

a plurality of first apertures in a front surface of the fan housing, and 
at least one second aperture in an upper surface of the fan housing. 



4. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 2, wherein the holes 
includ e ; include: 
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first holes^e mi e d in a part opposit e to th e door , and 
second holes between the first holes and the door. 

5. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 4, wherein the heaters 
includ e ; include: 

a first heater arranged over the first holes, and 
a second heater arranged over the second holes. 

6. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 5, wherein the first heater is a halogen 
heater, and the second heater is a ceramic heater. 

7. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 2, further comprising: 
third holes in the upper part of the inner case adjacent to the door; 

a second heater cover over the third holes; and 

a third heater between the second heater cover and the third holes. 

8. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 1, further comprising: 

at least one fourth heater between the fan housing and the inside wall of the inner case. 



9. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 8, wherein the fourth heater includes 
at least one of a sheath grill heater and the ceramic heater. 
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10. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 1, wherein the heaters are provided 
in spaces in communication with each other. 

11. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 1, further comprising a temperature 
sensor under the heater cover. 

12. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 1, further comprising a fifth heater 
provided along a space in the upper part of the cooking cavity. 

13. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 12, wherein the fifth heater is a 
sheath grill heater. 

14. (Cancelled) 

15. (Currently Amended) An electric oven comprising: 

an outer case having a door mounted in a front part thereof, aftd- the outer case having at 
least one air inlet holes- hole and at least one air outlet heles- hole formed therein; 

an inner case located in the outer case, the inner case having a cooking cavity thereinT-and 
a plurality of hol e s in an upp e r part th e r e of ; 

at least one heater located in the inner case; 

a heater cover in th e upp e r part of th e inn e r cas e located over the heles heater ; 
at l e ast on e h e at e r und e r th e h e at e r cover; and 
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a fan located between the inner case and the outer case, for drawing air through the at 
least one air inlet heles- hole and discharging the air through the at least one air outlet heies -hole 
to cool the inner case and the heater cove r, the at least one air outlet hole facing a discharging 
side of the fan . 

16. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 15, wherein the at least 
one air inlet hol e s ar e hole is formed at l e ast located m-at a lower part of a front surface of the 
outer case or a lower part of a rear surface, and the at least one air outlet hol e s ar e hole is located 
atifl-an upper part of a front surface of the outer case. 

17. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 15, wherein the fan is in 
above an upper part of rear of the inner case for drawing air from a lower part and discharging 
toward a front part. 

18. (Cancelled) 

19. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 15, further comprising at 
least one partition plate for dividing a space on the-an upper side of the heater cover into a 
plurality of layers. 



20. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 19, wherein the at least one partition 
plate includes; 
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a first partition plate spaced a distance away from an upper surface of the heater cover, 



a second partition plate spaced a distance away from an upper surface of the first plate. 

21. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 20, wherein the first partition plate is 
bent so as to be in conformity with a part of the heater cover. 

22. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 19, wherein the partition 
plates have one ends arranged adjacent to the fan, and the other ends arranged adjacent to the at 
least one air outlet heleshole. 

23. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 15, further comprising: 
third holes in an upper part of the inner case adjacent to the door; 

a fan housing over the third holes; and 

a centrifugal fan between the fan housing and the third holes for blowing air from the 
cooking cavity to the heaters. 

24. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 15, wherein the inner 
case includes a plurality of holes in an upper part thereof, the plurality of holes 
includ e ; including: 

at least one first hole hol e s form e d in a side opposite to th e door , and 

at least one second heles-hole form e d located between the first heles-hole and the door. 



and 
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25. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 24, wherein the at least 
one heater includes; includes: 

a first heater over the at least one first heles hole , and 
a second heater over the at lest one second heleshole. 

26. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 25, wherein the first heater is a 
halogen heater and the second heater is a ceramic heater. 

27. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 15, further comprising: 

a second fan housing attached to an inside surface of the inner case, the second fan 
housing having a plurality of apertures, 

a second fan between the second fan housing and an inside wall of the inner case for 
drawing air from the cooking cavity, and blowing a portion or all of the air toward the heater, 
and 

a fan motor between the inner case and the outer case for rotating the second fan. 

28. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 27, wherein the fan motor 
is arranged on a suction side of the fan between the inner case and the outer case so as to be 
cooled by the air introduced into the fan through the at least one air inlet heles hole . 
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29. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 27, wherein the apertures 
includ e ; include: 

a plurality of first apertures in a front surface of the fan housing, and 
at least one second aperture in an upper surface of the fan housing. 

30. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 27, further comprising a sheath grill 
heater in an upper part of the cooking cavity. 

31. (Currently Amended) A door for an electric oven comprising: 

an air inlet hole in one side of a door frame for introduction of air circulating discharged 
from the electric oven; 

an air outlet hole in the other side of the door frame for discharging the air to an outside 
of the electric oven, and 

an air passage in the door to make the air inlet hole and the air outlet hole in 
communication. 

32. (Original) The door as claimed in claim 31, wherein the air inlet hole is in an upper 
side of the door frame. 



33. (Original) The door as claimed in claim 31, wherein the air outlet hole is in a lower 
side of the door frame. 
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34. (Original) The door as claimed in claim 31, wherein the air passage is formed along a 
rear surface of a plate of glass in a front part of the door. 

35. (Currently Amended) An electric oven comprising: 

an outer case having air suction holes and air discharge holes formed therein; 

an inner case in the outer case having a cooking cavity formed therein; 

a fan between the inner case and the outer case for drawing air through the air suction 
holes and discharging the air through the air discharge holes; and 

a door mounted to a front part of the outer case for opening/closing the cooking cavity, 
the door having an air inlet hole in one side of a door frame for introduction of air circulat e d 
discharged by the fan, an air outlet hole in the other side of the door frame for discharging the air 
to an outside of the electric oven, and an air passage in the door to make the air inlet hole and the 
air outlet hole in communication. 

36. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 35, wherein the air discharge holes 
are formed right over the door. 

37. (Currently Amended) The electric oven as claimed in claim 35, wherein the fan is 
arranged in- above an upper part of rear of the inner case for cooling an outfit chamber in a space 
between the upper part of the inner case and an upper part of the outer case. 
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38. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 36, wherein the air inlet hole is in an 
upper side of the door frame. 

39. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 36, wherein the air outlet hole is in a 
lower side of the door frame. 

40. (Original) The electric oven as claimed in claim 35, wherein the air passage is formed 
along a rear surface of a plate of glass in a front surface of the door. 

41. (New) The electric oven as claimed in claim 15, wherein the air is drawn through the 
at least one air inlet hole and discharged through the at least one air outlet hole without passing 
through the inner case. 

42. (New) The door as claimed in claim 31, wherein the electric oven has an outer case 
defining a front surface of the electric oven, the air inlet hole being located inside the front 
surface of the electric oven. 



43. (New) The door as claimed in claim 31, wherein the air inlet hole is slanted toward 
the electric oven to facilitate the introduction of the air discharged from the electric oven. 
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44. (New) The door as claimed in claim 35, wherein the outer case defines a front surface 
of the electric oven, the air inlet hole being located inside the front surface of the electric oven. 

45. (New) The door as claimed in claim 35, wherein the air inlet hole is slanted toward 
the electric oven to facilitate the introduction of the air discharged by the fan. 

46. (New) An electric oven comprising: 

an outer case having a door mounted in a front part thereof, and air inlet holes and air 
outlet holes formed therein; 

an inner case in the outer case, the inner case having a cooking cavity therein, and a 
plurality of holes in an upper part thereof; 

a heater cover located over the holes; 

at least one heater under the heater cover; and 

a fan between the inner case and the outer case, for drawing air through the air inlet holes 
and discharging the air through the air outlet holes to cool the inner case and the heater cover; 

wherein the air inlet holes are formed at least in a lower part of a front surface of the 
outer case or a lower part of a rear surface, and the air outlet holes are in an upper part of a front 
surface of the outer case. 



47. (New) An electric oven comprising: 
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an outer case having a door mounted in a front part thereof, and air inlet holes and air 
outlet holes formed therein; 

an inner case in the outer case, the inner case having a cooking cavity therein, and a 
plurality of holes in an upper part thereof; 

a heater cover located over the holes; 

at least one heater under the heater cover; and 

a fan between the inner case and the outer case, for drawing air through the air inlet holes 
and discharging the air through the air outlet holes to cool the inner case and the heater cover; 

at least one partition plate for dividing a space on an upper side of the heater cover into a 
plurality of layers.
